Rhesus macaques are used because their brains are similar to humans and 
have been shown to express depressive like behavior to different stimuli. The 
animal is implanted with brain electrodes to study a potential treatment for 
depression. Brain electrodes are placed under ketamine/xylazine and 
isoflurane anesthesia. Analgesia is produced with Buprenorphine, and 
bupivicaine. The animals receive buprenorpine and for 3 days after the 
procedure Every effort is taken to ensure that unrelieved pain doesn't occur as 
a result of the surgeries. 

Distress may be produced in cycles where the electrodes are turned on then ofl 
for stimulating targets in the brain and producing behavioral changes similar to 
depression. During these ON-stimulation (when electrodes are turned on, thus 
actively stimulating targets of the brain) cycles the animals experience a 
defpressive state and in their stress exhibit huddling and certain vocalizations. 
Neither of these behaviors, however, will cause physical harm to the subjects 
and the stimulation is not painful in any way. The ON stimulations are applied 
once a day for 3-4 hours for two weeks and then the stimulations site is 
changed and the stimulation is performed for 2 weeks. During OFF-stimulation 
(when electrodes are turned off, with no stimulation) the animal subjects do not 
experience any pain or new distress. i

lACUC Approved Exceptions to the Animal Welfare Regulations and Standards 

1. Title and Section of Animal Welfare regulations for which an ACUC-approved exception was 
granted: Section 3.80 Primary enclosures. 

Description of and rationale for ACUC-approved exception: Juvenile, paired monkeys 
under 1-3 years or age and 1-3 kgs weight may be housed in a 4.3 sq. ft. cage until they reach a 
combined weight of 10 Kgs, in order to provide for social interaction, in the event that a 6.0 sq. 
ft. cage is not available. 

Species and number of animals affected by this exception: 65 African green monkeys, 43 
Pigtail monkeys, 245 Rhesus monkeys. 

2. Title and Section of Animal Welfare regulations for which an ACUC-approved exception was 
granted: Section 3.81 Environment enhancement to promote psychological well-being. 

Description of and rationale for ACUC-approved exception: there are 5 lACUC approved 
conditions where animals have been housed singly: 

1) Animals participating in vaccine studies, where model development requires infection or 
efficacy is tested by challenging with live virus or bacteria. The animals are singly housed for 
the duration of the infectious period. When animals have tested negative for the infectious 
agent, they may be returned to social housing. 

2) Animals participating in vaccine studies using live attenuated virus. Animals are repaired 24- 
48 hrs after vaccination, when no reaction is observed at the injection site. 

3) Animals participating in pharmacokinetic studies which require urine sample over timed 
intervals are housed individually to allow urine to collect in a pan below the cage. Animals 
may return to social housing at the end of sample collection. 

4) Animals participating in studies that must monitor food consumption and gastrointestinal 
output. The animals are singly housed during the period of monitoring and may return to 
social housing upon completion of the study. 

5) Studies where blood thinning is expected. Animals are singly housed until the platelet count 
and clotting factors are normal. 

The single housing provided maintains visual, auditory, and olfactory contact with conspecifics, 
manipulanda, and food enrichment, as appropriate. 

Species and number of animals affected by this exception: 26 Cynomolgus Monkeys, 12 
African Green Monkeys, and 244 Rhesus Monkeys.
